(I have serious reserva- 
tions about the wisdom of this decision since it may well mean that the 
Bureau will give us the lower figure and proceed from there whereas, 
had we put up a good argument about the importance of the activities 
we would have to eliminate, we might have had a chance to retain the 
higher figure or something close to it. ) 
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
